DECREES FOR LOSS 
OF EMPLOYMENT. 


R. H. J. MOLONY, K.C., the arbitrator 
M appointed by the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, sat in the Circuit 
Court, Dublin, yesterday, to hear applications 
on behalf of George Lestrange, stoker, Lower 
Mayor street, Dublin; Patrick Cosgrave, 
labourer, of Dublin street, Baldoyle; and 
Steplien Hanway, stoker, of Seaview terrace, 
Howth, for compensation from the Great 
Northern Railway Company of Ireland under 
the Electricity Supply Acts, 1927 and 1930. 

The applicants had been.employed at the 
Sutton Power Station until the closing down 
of that station in August, 1934, when the 
railway company ceased to work it and took 
over a supply of electricity from the Elec- 
tricity Supply Board. The applicants claimed 
compensation for loss of employment, the 
amounts of the claims being based on the 
number of years servic? in each case, pur- 
suant to the Acts under which the claims 
were made. 

The railway company contested the claims, 
and stated that suitable employment on terms 
and conditions not less favourable than the 
terms and conditions under which the ap- 
plicatits previously were employed was avail- 
able within a reasonable time. The applicants 
replied that the employment offered was not 
suitable, or similar to their previous employ- 
ment, and that the employment had not been 
offered within a reasonable time 

Mr. J. J. Mooney (instructed by Mr. James 
J. O’Connor) appeared for the applicants; 
and Mr. Phelps, K.C., and Mr. P. McGilligan 
(instructed by Mr. C. Baillie Gage), for the 
railway company. 

George Lestrange, said Mr. Mooney, had 
been dismissed on ilth August, 1934, and, 
as a result of correspondence between his 
solicitor and the solicitor for the Great 
Northern Railway Company, an offer of em- 
ployment was made on 20th November, 1934. 
He entered the railway company’s services 
as a temporary stoker for the summer traffic 
trom June, 1913, till September, 1913. He 
was similarly employed in 1914, and after- 
wards was in the Great War for five years. 
In 1919 he was re-employed as a stoker on 
the permanent staff, and continued his em- 
ployment without a break until June, 1933, 
when he was on strike, after which he was 
employed until August, 1934. His claim was 
for £51 lls. 4d. per annum, or twenty- 


sixtieths of his annual earnings as on 3lst 
March, 1927. 


COMPLETED YEARS 


Mr. Phelps said that the company were 
not contending that suitable employment had 
been offered in this case. Their case was a 
very simple one: they were bound by the 
wording of the section, and what the arbitra- 
tor had to find was the completed years of 
employment. This man was employed per- 
manently for the first time on the 6th June, 
1919, and the arbitrator could not take into 
account the years 1913 and J914, when he 
was employed for casual summer traffic. 

The arbitrator said that the net point was 
to what extent that temporary employment 
affected the question, and how did the strike 
affect the matter. 

Mr. Phelps—I say he must be in permanent 
employment, because it says the rate is to be 
governed by completed years. 

Arbitrator—supposing a man who was in 
temporary employment joined up at the out- 
break of the war in 1914, and at the con- 
clusion of the war receives a permanent post, 
are the war years to be included? 

Mr. Phelps—No, unless he 
manently employed before the war. 

Mr. McGilligan submitted that the calcula- 
tion should begin in 1919, 

Mr, Mooney submitted that the strike 
period should be included in the calculation 
of compensation, on the ground that the 
railway company intended that that period 
should be included for the purpose o n- 
sions and so on, and, in order to do that, 
had collected arrears of employés’ contribu- 
tions to the pension fund after the employés 
came back. e applicants’ pension fund, he 
‘said, had been assessed for the. year 1914, and 
on the same basis as the applicants’ present 
claim. The men who were at the front in 
the Great War should not be penalised be- 
cause they were at the front. 

The arbitrator, on the conclusion of the 
evidence and the arguments in the case of 
the applicant, wae decided a as

Mr. Phelps submitted that this case did 
not come within the Act at all. - 


NERVES BAD 


Patrick Cosgrave, the applicant, in the 
course of his evidence, stated that he had 
refused to drive the tram because his nerves 
were bad and the work did not suit him. 

Mr. Phelps submitted that the only pers 
sons who could secure compensation under 
Section 61 of the 1927 Act were persons em- 
loyed in generating stations for five years 
oF dete March 31, 1927, and that at the date 
of the taking over in the present case the 
applicant was not in any way connected with 
the generating station. The arbitrator, there- 
fore, had no jurisdiction to deal with the 
application. 

The Arbitrator said that he believed that 
the applicant had been employed for not less 
than five years before the 3lst March, 1927; 
that he had been employed at the time 
when the Order was made, and that, in con- 
sequence of the generating station being 
taken over in pursuance of this Order, he 
had suffered loss of employment. 

Mr. Phelps said that it seemed to him an 
outrageous thing for Parliament to legislate 
in such a way. ‘This was a case where a 
man had quite different work in 1927 and 


lost it. It seemed to be against natural 
justice. 


The Arbitrator awarded the applicant com- 
pensation on the basis of sixteen. years" 
service, which amounted to £41 12s. per 
annum, with the same costs as in the case 
of Lestrange.
